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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to Remarks and Claims received 28 March 2006. Per 
Applicant's request, claims 1 & 67 have been amended. Claims 1-46 & 64-70 are pending. 

Specification 

2. In view of the amendment to the Specification, the prior objection is hereby withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

3. In view of the amendment to Claim 67, the prior objection is hereby withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. In view of the amendment to claim 1, the prior 35 U.S.C. 101 rejection is hereby 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-46 & 64-70 (to be renumbered in order) are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As noted in the previous Office Action, regarding independent claim 1 (and similarly recited in 
independent claims 19, 38, and 42), as AppUcant has noted on page 14, 4^^ paragraph of Remarks 
(received 9/30/2005), Schmidt and other cited prior arts taken alone or in combination, fail to 
disclose: 

"a compare module that determines which units in the to-be-patched JAVA code libraries 
are outdated by comparing the metadata for each such resource unit in the JAVA code 
patches to the metadata for each such corresponding resource unit in the to-be-patched 
JAVA code libraries;" 
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Similarly, regarding claim 70, Schmidt and other cited prior arts taken alone or in combination, 
fail to disclose: 

"comparing, at the client machine, (a) contents of the one or more patches to (b) code that 
is not resident on the server machine; based on the comparing, determining one or more out-of- 
date portions within the code; and applying at least a part of the one or more patches to the out- 
of-date portions without applying any part of the one or more patches to parts of the code other 
than the out-of-date portions."
